The  Brace,  placed  before  two  or  more  staves,  show  how  mttny  parte  move  to- 
gether, or  form  the  score.  The  Repeat  bLows  that  a  portion  of  a  piece  of  music 
is  to  be  sung  or  played  twice.  Sometimes  a  repetition  of  a  short  passage  is  indi- 
cated hy  the  term  Bis.  A  Double  Sharp  is  used  before  a  note  that  represents  a 
tone  elevated  two  half-steps  above  the  natural  tone.  Thus  F  fl  is  a  half-step  higher 
than  F,  while  Fx  is  two  half-steps  above  F,  and  sounds  the  same  to  the  ear  as  G, 
though  occupying  another  degree  of  the  staff.  A  Double  Flat  is  the  reverse  of 
the  Double  Sharp.  Thus,  Gb>!»  is  two  half-steps  lower  than  G.  A  Double 
Sharp  is  canceled  thus:  £  jf,  and  a  Double  Flat  thus:  ftjj-  A  note  may  be 
twice-dotted,  the  second  dot  adding  half  to  the  length  of  the  first.

Note. — The  Double  Sharp  is  used  in  those  keys  having  several  sharps  in  their 
signatures,  before  a  note  representing  a  tone  of  the  scale  that  is  already  marked 
Br  a  sharp  is  the  signature.  In  the  example  above  we  want  at  the  second  note 
sharp  kocr  in  the  Treble.  In  the  key  of  E,  A  is  four,  A  jj  then  will  be  sharp  four, 
as  written.  In  the  Alto  we  want  sharp  two,  but  two  in  the  key  of  E  is  F  jf.  There- 
fore it  will  not  do  to  put  a  |  before  the  note  on  two,  as  it  would  only  indicate  F  jj, 
which  is  already  indicated  in  the  signature;  but  a  X  double  sharp  is 'used  to  show 
that  not  two  of  the  scale,  (F  jj),  is  to  be  sung  or  played,  but  that  sharp  two,  which  is 
a  half-step  higher  than  FJj,  is  required.  This  is  especially  necessary  for  the  organist 
or  pianist,  where  a  jj  indicates  that  he  shall  play  the  key  next  to  the  right,  and  aX, 
the  second  key  to  the  right  of  the  one  he  otherwise  would  play.  The  jjj  would  not.  answer 
here  to  cancel  sharp  two,  for  the  note  following  it  would  then  represent  F  natural ;

The  letters  D.  C.  [da  capo,  to  the  head,]  placed  at  the  end  of  a  piece  of  music,  direct 
the  performer  to  return  to  the  beginning.  The  piece  then  generally  ends  somewhere 
in  the  middle,  at  a  double  bar,  over  which  is  the  word  Fixe,  meaning  the  end.  Dal 
Segno,  [from  ike  sign,]  in  the  same  position,  means,  repeat  from  the  sign  j£  A  Pause 


or  Hold  rts,  over  a  note  or  rest,  signifies  that  its  time  is  to  be  prolonged  beyond  the 
usual  length.  In  beating  time,  the  hand  during  such  prolongation  must  remain 
stationary  at  the  point  it  may  have  reached.  The  /TN  is  frequently  used  with  or 
without  the  word  Fine  over  a  double  bar,  to  mark  thf  closo  of  a  position  after  a  D.  C. 

The  Slur  *"" "■  connects  notes  that  are  to  be.  sung  to  one  syllable.  When  placed 
over  notes  upon  the  same  degree,  it  is  called  a  Tie. 

CHAPTER    XIII. 

$  LIV.  Emmission  of  Tone.  In  singing,  let  the  tone  be  free,  open,  round, 
full,  pure,  and  resonant;  attacked  with  vigor  "  by  a  shock  of  the  glottis"  (but 
without  a  jerk),  delivered  without  drawling,  and  held  firmly,  without  trembling 
or  wavering.  Let  it  not  be  dry  and  monotonous,  expressing  nothing,  but  svm- 
pathetic  like  the  voice  in  speech,  where  the  tone  itself  will  betray  the  emotions 
of  the  speaker,  though  we  can  not  distinguish  a  word.  Most  especially,  however, 
avoid  tnat  agonizing  tone,  heard  from  many  imitators  of  the  opera,  especially 
Soprano  singers,  who  aing  everything,  even  the  most  spirited  music  and  words 
with  a  tone  of  voice  that  would  lead  a  hearer  to  suppose,  all  hope  had  fled,  and 
they,  poor  souls  !  were  standing  on  the  very  verge  of  blank  despair. 

§  LV.     The  proper  Delivery  of  Words  in  Connection  with  Song. 

Here  we  would  observe,  that  a  person  who  does  not  pronounce,  accent  and  em- 
phasize his  words  correctly  in  reading,  will  not  do  80  in  singing.  Again,  that  if  the 
tone  be  delivered  lazily  and  without  vigor,  the  words  will  surely  be  indistinct. 

The  general  rule  is  to  pronounce,  accent,  and  emphasize  words  in  singing  as  in 
reading,  unless  there  be  sonic  purely  musical  reason  to  the  contrary.  More  care, 
however,  is  needed  in  singing,  by  reason  of  the  prolongation  of  the  tones.  A  few 
hints  only  will  be  added.  Form  the  vowels  correctly,  and  hold  them  firmly  with- 
out change.  Who  can  tell  pine  from  pin,  unless  the  vowel  in  each  be  correctly 
formed?  In  any  syllable  it  is  the  vowel  only  that  is  prolonged.  Be  careful, 
then,  that  it  be  pri  longed  without  change.  For  example,  do  not  sing  the  word 
great,  grca-ee-t. 

The  consonants  should  be  given  quickly,  forcibly,  and  with  great  precision, 
for  on  them,  in  a  great  measure,  depends  the  distinct  articulation  of  words.  la 
the  words  say,  lay,  hny,  ray,  bay,  may,  nav,  who  can  tell  one  from  another,  un- 
less the  consonant  beginning  it,  be  distinctly  given  ?  Form  the  habit  of  knowing 
just  what  elements  constitute  a  word.

We  nave  endeavored  in  the  following  exercises  to  present  a  systematic  course  of  practice  for  the  Singing-School.  We  begin 
tvith  the  Scale,  and  each  succeeding  Exercise  presents  some  new  difficulty  in  the  easiest  manner  possible.  Pupils  should  study 
carefully  the  system  of  notation  that  precedes  these  exercises,  there  learning  the  theory,  here  carrying  out  the  practice.  The 
teacher  can  commence  these  exercises  as  soon  as  the  pupil  can  sing  the  scale,  and  has  become  somewhat  acquainted  with  the 
different  kinds  of  notes,  the  staff  and  clefs.  Eight  of  the  exercises  ^nay  be  sung  at  first  without  beating  time,  and  the  pupil  has 
only  the  difficulty  of  reading  the  notes  and  giving  them  the  correct  sounds.  Afterwards  sing  the  same  exercises  in  double  measure 
and  introduce  beating  time,  and  as  they  have  already  studied  the  exercises,  the  principle  difficulty  will  be  that  of  keeping  time. 
The  teacher  should  present  but  one  difficulty  at  a  time.

In  performing  a  piece  of  music  it  is  often  both  pleasant  and  necessary,  to  pass 
over  portions  of  time  in  silence.  The  time  of  silence  must  be  measured  tho  same 
as  the  time  of  sound.  Characters  called  rests,  corresponding  in  length  with  the 
different  notes  we  use,  are  employed  to  indicate  the  time  o'.  silence.  In  No.  20 
we  use  the  Quarter  Rest  and  give  it  one  beat,  the  same  as  the  note.  The  rest 
sometimes  occurs  in  the  first,  and  sometimes  in  the  second  part  of  the  measure. 
We  must  beat  the  time  with  great  care  and  steadiness,  so  that  we  may  both  rest 
and  sing  together.  It  is  a  good  plan  to  divide  the  class  and  let  half  count  and 
beat  the  time,  while  the  other  half  sing;  than  change  and  let  those  who  marked 
the  time  sing,  and  those  who  sung  do  the  counting  and  beating.  It  is  well  at  first 
to  count  aloud  during  the  rests,  afterwards  beat  without  counting.

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Tn  this  department  we  shall,  very  briefly,  refer  to  a  few  things,  that  demand  the 
early  attention  of  those  who  desire  to  make  singing  a  healthy  as  well  as  pleasing 
exercise.  The  attention  of  the  student  is  first  directed  to  the  position  we  take  in 
singing.  Standing  is  the  best.  Head  erect,  though  not  stiffly  so  ;  arms  hanging 
by  the  side  ;  mouth  in  that  position  as  if  you  were  just  ready  to  smile.  Now  wo 
are  ready  for  the  study  of  Respiration.  This  exercise  is  divided  into  two  parts  :  1st. 
That  of  inhaling  or  supplying  the  lungs  with  air.  2d.  That  of  exhaling  or  throwing 
from  the  lungs,  after  retaining  it  an  instant,  the  air  that  we  inhaled.  To  do  this 
properly,  requires  system  and  systematic  practice.  The  organ  which  chiefly  gov- 
erns the  act  of  respiration  is  the  Diaphragm,  assisted,  however,  by  the  adom- 
inal  muscles.  The  Diaphragm,  in  a  state  of  rest,  is  in  an  arched  form.  When  wo  in- 
hale, it  gradually  loses  this  form  ;  and,  rising  a  little,  becomes  an  almost  plane,  or 
level  surface.  When  we  exhale,  it  resumes  its  natural  or  arched  position.  In  your 
practice  observe  the  following  rules:  1st.  Close  the  mouth  with  the  exception  of  a 
very  slight  opening,  and  then  inhale  or  draw  in  slowly  and  gently,  giving  the  lungs 
all  the  air  they  can  comfortably  contain.  2d.  After  retaining  the  air  for  two  or  three 
seconds,  let  it  pass  from  the  lungs,  in  the  same  easy,  quiet  manner.  The  air,  being 
n  >w  pretty  nearly  forced  from  the  lungs,  keep  them  in  that  condition,  two  or  three 
seconds,  then  repeat  the  exercise.     {See  note.) 

By  placing  the  hand  at  the  base  of  the  chest,  the  student  will  readily  perceive  the 
movement  of  the  Diaphragm;  he  will  find  that,  as  this  organ  rises  to  a  level  surface, 
the  lower  ribs  gradually  expand,  returning  to  their  natural  position  as  the  Dia- 
p!.r  igm  sinks  to  its  normal  state. 

Notk  1.  In  order  to  aid  the  student,  we  divide  the  exercise  of  respiration  as  fol- 
lows :  three  to  five  seconds,  inhaling  ;  three  to  five  seconds,  retaining  the  air  in  the 
lungs  ;  three  to  five  seconds,  exhaling ;  three  to  five  seconds,  lungs  empty.  Be  care- 
ful, however,  not  to  crowd  the  organs  at  first,  for  we  have  known  serious  results 
occurring  from  too  much  practice  at  one  time. 

THE  LARYNX. 

This  organ  also  tikes  part  in  the  act  of  respiration,  and  is  the  organ  of  sound.  It  is 
that  protuberance  seen  in  the  front  part  of  the  throat,  familiarly  known  as  Adam's 
Apple.  (  For  description  sec  Physiology.)  The  singer's  success  depends  almost  en- 
tirely on  the  healthy  condition  of  this  organ.  It  can  be  made  to  move  up  and  down 
in  the  throat,  according  to  the  kind  of  tone  to  be  produced.  For  instance,  in  a 
groan  the  Larynx  descends  to-Xhe  lowest  point  possible  in  the  throat    On  the  con- 


trary, in  a  shriek,  it  ascends  to  the  highest  point.  If,  therefore,  the  tones  wc  use  In 
singing  are  of  a  solemn  or  grave  character,  the  Larynx  will  be  more  or  less  low  in 
the  throat  ;  if  the  tones  are  shrill,  sharp  or  thin,  then  it  will  be  more  or  less  high. 
If  the  organ  is  stiff  and  clumsy  the  execution  will  be  the  same.  If  it  is  elastic,  and 
springy,  then  the  facility  for  execution  will,  in  the  same  ratio,  increase. 

THE  PHARYNX 

Is  the  cavity  seen  in  the  back  part  of  the  throat.  This  organ  has  great  powers  of 
expansion  and  contraction,  and  when  expanded  to  its  greatest  point,  the  Larynx  is 
forced  down  the  throat ;  on  the  contrary,  when  contracted  the  Larynx  is  raised  more 
or  less  high.  So,  when  the  tones  used  arc  grave,  sombre,  full  of  pathos,  then  tho 
Pharynx  is  expanded, — when  the  tones  are  clear,  penetrating  or  acute,  then  it  is  con- 
tracted: thus  modifying  the  sound.  The  student  will  at  once  see  that  upon  his  abil- 
ity to  control  their  powers  of  expansion  and  contraction,  depends,  in  a  great  meas- 
ure, his  success  in  giving  character  to  his  singing. 

REGISTERS  OF  THE  VOICE. 

We  simply  give  the  opinion  of  great  Physiologists  in  saying  that  there  arc  but  two 
registers  of  the  voice,  called  chest  and  fals-tto  ■  and  the  passing  from  one  register  to 
the  other  is  the  great  difficulty  experienced  by  the  singer.  It  is  only  to  be  overcome 
by  patience  and  long  practice.  We  can  produce  several  qualities  of  sound  in  the  fal- 
setto register,  and  the  change,  from  one  quality  to  another,  is  very  easily  discerned,  as 
the  tone  changes  from  a  reedy  sound  to  that  clear  character  peculiar  to  the  flute. 

THE  TIMBRES  OF  THE  VOICE. 
Tho  two  principal  qualities  or  timbres  of  the  voice,  that  we  6tudy,  and  which  ar« 
used  most  in  music,  are  called  the  clear  and  sombre.  As  we  have  said  before,  in  tho 
production  of  the  grave  or  sombre  timbre,  the  Pharynx  enlarges,  the  air  column  in- 
creases in  size,  and  the  Larynx  is  lowered  in  the  throat.  When,  however,  we  use  the  clear 
timbre,  the  Pharynx  contracts  its  capacity,  the  larynx  rises  in  the  throat,  and  the  air 
column  is  smaller,  but  lias  more  force.  In  voice-training,  the  clear  timbre  is  always 
used  ;  that  is,  wc  use  the  natural  tone  of  the  voice,  preserving  as  nearly  as  we  can, 
the  natural  position  of  the  organ.  Tho  sombre  voice,  however,  is  full  of  pathos  and 
feeling,  hence  is  the  most  desirable,  but  its  cultivation  and  6tudy  is  postponed  until  we 
have  fully  established  the  clear  timbre.
